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Further, upon information and belief, the original patent is partly inoperative or invalid by 
reason of claiming more or less than the inventor had the right to claim in the patent. 

At least one error exists in the claims of the issued patent. In particular, claim 1 of the patent, 
as originally filed and allowed, was unduly narrow in that it was limited to a single arrangement of 
the cargo space relative to the emptying casing, the cargo space being arranged in front of the 
emptying casing. In view of the prior art identified in the attached Information Disclosure Statement, 
the inventor is entitled to a broader claim which does not recite the specific spacial relationship of 
the cargo space to the emptying casing wherein the cargo space is in front of the emptying casing. 
In view of the prior art, the inventor is entitled to a claim covering a toy garbage transportation truck 
having an emptying casing which comprises a floor with a circle segment and a slanted feeding 
surface, as well as a conveyor shovel that can be swiveled, without regard to the location of the cargo 
space relative to the emptying casing. Therefore, on information and belief, the inventor claimed 
less than he had the right to claim in the patent. 

On information and belief, all errors which are being corrected in the present reissue 
application and the attached Preliminary Amendment up to the time of filing of this declaration arose 
without any deceptive intention on the part of the inventor.
